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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the amended claims overcame the claim 
objections but did not change the scope of the claims. Therefore, the 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejections and the nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting rejection made in the 5/29/2008 Final Rejection are maintained. 

Applicant's arguments filed 8/22/2008 state that when a spring steel meets the compositional limitations of the instant claims and satisfies 
formula (1 ) excellent fatigue life is obtained, however if formula (1 ) is not satisfied the spring steel shows fracture. Applicant argues that 
this fact should be sufficient to establish the patentability of the present claims regardless of whether the references broadly disclose 
compositional ranges that overlap with the presently claimed compositional ranges because neither applied reference discloses or suggests 
formula (1 ). However, as discussed in the 5/29/2008 Final Rejection, it is well settled that there is no invention in the discovery of a general 
formula if it covers a composition described in the prior art, In re Cooper and Fole 1 943 CD. 357, 553 O.G. 1 77; 57 USPQ 1 1 7, Taklatwalla 
v. Marburg, 620 O.G. 685, 1949 CD. 77, and In re Pilling, 403 O.G. 513, 44 F(2) 878, 1931 CD. 75. Furthermore, in the absence of 
evidence to the contrary, the selection of the proportions of elements would appear to require no more than routine investigation by those 
ordinary skilled in the art. In re Austin, et al., 149 USPQ 685, 688. 

Applicant also argues that Nagao teaches away from Applicant's aluminum limitation even if it is broadly encompassed within a disclosed 
overall range of less than or equal to 0.1%. Applicant argues that Table 1 of the instant specfication shows that it is possible to operate 
inside the broad compositional limitations of Nagao and obtain very poor materials. However, these are considered Applicant's arguments 
and are not sufficient data to show unexpected results of the instant invention. The Examiner's position is that the spring steel composition 
taught by Nagao overlaps with the composition recited in the instant claims. 

Applicant also argues that neither Nagao or Hashimura disclose or suggest that substantially improved properties can be obtained by 
operating within the limitations discovered by Applicants. However, the prior art references are not required to recognize the benefits 
stemming from instant claim limitations. See MPEP 2144 IV. 
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
